of European mountams, as well as

In this 
flora all is dwarfed and on a email 
scale.

Another easily noticed peculiarity

with treatiuro laden people from Cali- 
fornia on their way to New York. Aft- 
er leaving Havana on Sopt. 8 she ran 
into a storm. The steamer began to

;he passengers to form lines and pans 
the buckets. Hour after hour the tem- 
pest howled, and the huge vessel groaned 
aa the immense seas broke against hor. 
Hour after hour the men with tho buck- 
ets toiled for their lives; slowly the wa/- 
ter gained on them. 


The officers exhorted the backet gangs 


not to pause for a moment if the ship 
was to be saved. The wind roared and 
the storm increased in fury. Every pas- 
senger stuck to his post and worked nri- 
til he fell to the deck exhausted.
